RADICAL OPINION ON EGYPT. 


The discussion now proceeding in the col- 
umns of the “Times” between Mr J M 
Robertson and Sir Christopher Furness as to 
the former's line of policy in regard to Egypt 
deserves to be noted, because it shows that 
the moderate Liberals, such as Sir Christopher 
Furness, wre by no means in agreement 
with Mr. Robértson. What the latter's views 
are on Egypt are thus set forth in his con- 
cluding article in the “North Mail.” We 
reproduce it herewith as it gives a good 
summary of Radical opinion on the Egyptian 
Question : 

It is easy to see that, whatever may be the 
conceptions of the ruling mind, many 
Englishmeu in Egypt now look forward toa 
perpetuity of the Occupation. Ask an average 
Occupationist why he desires this, and how he 
can justify it, and he wil! tell youin the same 
breath that it is for the good of Egypt; that 
the Egyptians will never be able to govern 
themselves ; and that in no other way can the 
claims of the bondholders, the interests of 
Europeans in the country, and the command 
of the Suez Canal, be properly secured. Remind 
him thatevery British Government since the 
Occupation began has professed to cherish 
Lord Dufterin’s ideal of Egyptian autonomy, 
and that Lord Cromer avows it now, and you 
will be told that theory is one thing and 
practice another. 

It is probably idle to argue with men who 
have grown into this view of things on the 
spontaneous pr mptings of egoism and pre 
judice. They belong to the order of politicians 
who in South Africa would have had us tread | 
the treaty of Vereeniging under foot, and break 
our pledged word to the Boers. But a plain | 
statement of the case may haply serve to, 
prevent Liberals at home from giving an 
unconsidered asset, as they otherwise might, 
toa policy no less fatal than unfair. 

The fitness of the Egyptians, as of any 
other race, for self-government is a matter 
of degree. Absolute fitness exists nowhere. 
All communities in their degree suffer poli- 
tically from their average incompetence, igno- 
rance, and selfishness. Some have by long 
practice of self-rule attained to a 
‘epublican system, without fear of relapee. 
Mthers are still ina primitive stage of in- 
stability ; yet others in the more primitive 
tage of relatively stable submission to ab- 
olute rule. The real question for Egypt is 
# to how far she iscapable of a constitu. 


tional policy. And those who will assert that | 


she is visibly below the level of fitness attained 
by such States as Roumania, Servia, and Bul- 
garia are hardly to be argued with. 

Any candid diplomatist will admit that, 
ipart from the problems of the debt, the 
Janal, and the suzerainty of Turkey, Egypt 
ould more “safely” be left to herself in 
the matter of self-government than most of 
the recently formed States of the Balkans 
[t is the interests of Europeans, not the defects 
of Egyptians, that supply the motives for the 
present regime. 

If, however, we are notto drift once more 
lown the fatal incline followed” by our 
fathers in Ireland, by the Austrians in 
Italy, and by the Russians in Poland, we 
must deal actively with the Eyyptian pro 
blem, and not passively resign ourselves to 
a misconceived necessity, Already we have 
worsened ‘the case, Twenty-five years ago 
Lord Dufferin set up the guarded beginnings 
of what might become self-government, To-day

has been added to their powers or their op- 
portunities.

The special riaks of official corruption are 
obvious and acknowledged But how are such 
drawbacks ever to be cured | By keeping the 
people indefinitely in tutelage, rigidly sub- 
servient, ignorant, unexercised in their own 
affairs? He who says yes to that may vend 
maxims by the score every day of his life ; but 
he remains a sciolist and a charlatan, who 
meddles with the most complex of human 
problems without having mastered first prin 
ciples 

The one way to make Egypt fully capable 
of self-government is to exercise her people 
therein. He who thinks to develop civic 


fully among the enthusiasts of the earth. He 
is planning the unthinkable—the production 
of hills without valleys. And to propose at 
once to develop civic character in a subject 
people and to keep them not more, but less, 
instructed than their corrivals, is to show a 
perversity suggestive of more than mere mis- 
calculation, 

If we do not develop the faculty of selfrule 
among the Eyyptiaas we shall but prepare for 
ourselves a perpetual trouble, involving im- 
measurable national risks. Only by « forward 
cons*itutional policy can those risks be avoided. 
And such a policy is simple enough Nobody 
looks for an instant withdrawal of the British 
Control That kiud of demand will indeed arise 
if we obstinately do nothing ; but it can easily 
be anticipated by a progressive course. 

Let the people be speedily given so much 
of instruction and self-government as shall let 
them see thiemse!ves on the way to national 
autonomy, and they will grow cordial and 
sympathetic where they are now growing em- 
bittered and hostile. 

Never was such an opportunity as now lies 

to the hands of the people of Britain. With all 
(the warnings of the past before them, they 
have the power to become the helpers of a 
| people who thus far have undergone little 
more than exploitation at alien hands. And to 
do this they have simply to apply the principle 
of doing as they would be done by They have 
to see to it promptly that the higher grades of 
the Civil Service of Exypt are not ailuwed to 

| hecome, as they are now rapidly becoming, 
mere preserves for Britons. 

They have to see to it that tie schools are 
no longer controlled on the principle of deny- 
ing to the natives the proper use and develop- 
ment of their own language, and turning ne 
tive resources to the account only of maintain- 
ingan alien bureaucracy, They have to see to 
it that everywhere native self-respect is foster- 
ed and not suppressed, and that the “Control” 
| in its later stayes shall be really one of respon- 
| sible and responsive officials of high character 
‘and capacity, not the mere selfassertion of 

average men of our race over 4 race held in 
subjection. 

And to do all this they must first and fore- 
most insist that the present anomalous and 
indefensible system of cunsular rule shall be 
brought tuan end; and that, while Britain 
remains responsible for the administration of 
Egypt, it shall be conducted at home on Brit- 
ish principles of constitutional check. 

Till that change be effected, all solid reform 
is impossible ; and mere change of men would 
but mean change of dangers.
